Speakers may be mounted on the wall or 
placed on speaker stands (not supplied). 


Connecting the Speakers 

The speaker cords are color-coded. 
Plug the POSITIVE (+, red) and 
NEGATIVE (-, black) ends of each 
speaker wire into the corresponding 
jacks on the rear of the unit, 
matching the color on the end of the 
speaker wire to the color-coded 
connector. 

Notes: 

• The positive (red) terminals are 
on the right. 

• The negative wires are marked 
with black dashes. 

• The longer cords are for the rear 
speakers and the shorter cords 
are for the front speakers. 
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Mounting Speakers on the Wall 

1. Mark the desired mounting position on the wall. 

2 . Insert a fixing screw at the marked 

position on the wall. /- 

3. Align the slot hole(s) of the speaker 
over the screw and pull the speaker ^ i 
downward until it is firmly hooked.

Powering The Unit 

After all the other connections are 
completed, match the power cord 
plug’s wide blade to the outlet’s wide 
slot, and insert the plug into a 
standard wall outlet. 


Installing Batteries in the Remote 



2. Place the batteries in the compartment as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 


1 . Press the tab on the battery 
compartment cover and lift 
the cover off. 
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3. Replace the cover. 


INITIAL OPERATION USING THE REMOTE 


Turning the Unit On and Off 

1. Press POWER (i) to turn on the unit. 

2. Press VCR ON/OFF to turn the VCR on or off. 

Selecting a Function 

Press FUNCTION to select VCR, DVD, or FfD (or fifTl). 

VCR Operation 

1. Turn on your television and select the video 
channel. 

2. Press TV/ VCR to select VCR. 

3. Insert a VHS tape, label up, in the VCR. 

4. Press PLAY ► to begin playback. 

5. To fast forward or rewind the tape while it is 
playing or stopped, press TUNING or . 

6. Press PAUSE II to pause playback. 

7. Press REC to record. 

8. Press STOP ■ to end playback or recording. 

DVD/CD Operation 

1. Turn on your television and select the video 
channel. 

2. Press FUNCTION until DVD appears. 

3. Press OPEN/CLOSE The disc tray opens. 

4. Place the disc in the tray, label-side up. 

5. Press OPEN/CLOSE The disc tray closes. 

6. It takes a short while for your unit to load the disc. 
After loading, the unit automatically starts playing 
the disc. If it does not automatically start playing, 
press PLAY ► . 

7 Press TUNING ◄◄ or ►► to scan forward or 
backward in a chapter or track. 

8. Press NEXT^M to move to the beginning of the 
next chapter or track. 

9. Press PREVM^ to move to the beginning of the 
previous chapter or track. 

10. Press PAUSE II to pause playback. 

11. Press STOP ■ to end playback 


Radio Operation 

1. Press POWER (!) . 

2. Repeatedly press FUNCTION until the frequency 
band appears on the unit. 

3. Press BAND to select the desired band (AM or 
FM). 

4. Press TUNING ◄◄ or ►► to tune in the desired 
station. 
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
